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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(1). Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Adcock et al (US 
3020128). 

As to a device comprising a straight pipe communicating an out-flow side of the reservoir 
with an in-flow side of the adsorbing column; and a branch node, branching at a middle of 
straight pipe, connectable to a recovery pipe communicated with the recovery vessel in 
independent claim 1, Adcock et al (US 3020128) disclose method of preparing materials of 
high purity (Title). As shown in the Figure below, it illustrates the reservoir 210, straight pipe 
between the reservoir and adsorption column 215, 3-way cock 214 connecting to solvent 
recovery 224. 
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As to a device for recovering a material to be measured for dissolving the material in a 
solvent held by a reservoir to impregnate the solvent to an adsorbing column, eluting the 
adsorbed material with an eluant, and recovering the material in a recovery vessel in 
independent claim 1, the limitation of intended usage is not considered as limitations of the 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
(2). Claims 2-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The limitations of 2 nd valve on an out-flow side of the adsorbing column 
configured to switch between a discharge of the solvent and a supply of the effluent for 
recovering the material to be measured adsorbed in the adsorbing column; reservoir is filled with 
a filter material to preparatively purify a sample liquid is not disclosed by prior art cited above. 
Claim 13 is allowed.
